1. Applicant's arguments filed on June 02, 2004 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. Claims 1-37 have been canceled. Claims 38-80 have been added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 38 - 80 are allowed, renumbered as 1 - 43, respectively. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding to the claimed invention, the prior art of record fails to show or render obvious 
of a method and its corresponding apparatus of a communication system between a remote 
communication device and central communication device for performing a full duplex 
communication, comprising: 

A transmitter associated with the communication apparatus transmits a plurality of Mode 
Request (MR) signals to the central communication apparatus, the plurality of MR signals 
requesting that the central communication apparatus respond by transmitting a plurality of Mode 
Select (MS) signals to the remote communication apparatus designating a particular 
communication mode to be used between the remote communication apparatus and the central 
communication apparatus; 

In response to the received MS signal, that transmitter transmits one of an acknowledge 
(ACK) signal and a negative acknowledge (NAK) signal to the central communication apparatus, 
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wherein the plurality of MR signals utilize a first frequencies and the plurality of MS signals 
utilize a second frequencies, the plurality of MR signals carrying identical data with an identical 
timing, but having different frequencies.
